in Germany. Now it fx 
suggested that an impar- 
tla] commission be appoint- 
ed, not subject eclther to 
veto or control of the Big 
Four, to investigate condi- 
tions and to determine 
whether they ore such that 
would permit of the hold- 
ing of free clections. It 
may confidently bd predict- 
ced that Russia will - object 
“to -this— proposal if.—.only 
because it provides for the 
commission to enjoy = un- 
fettered uccess to all parts 
of Germaotiy, Including the 
Soviet zone. The latest 
. Allied overture may not 
produce any tangible : re- 
sults, but it is at leaat a 
new and genuine attempt 
to bring solution of the 
German problerh_~— nearer 
‘reniity, and it will teat to 
the full the good intentions 
of the Soviets in the mat- 
ter of Germany’s future.

General Dwight Eisenhower tonight accepted the, Republican pre- 
sidential nomination with a firm pledge to lead his Party down the “fight- 
ing rond” to victory against an administration which he said was pock- 
marked by “arrogance and corruption.” 

Speaking before the national convention which, only a few hours. 
before, had named him its unanimous choice for the Presidency, Eisen- 
hower promised a fighting campaign to break 20'years of Democratic rule 
by capturing the White House, Congress, and State and local government 


“I accept your summons. I will lead this crusade,” he told the roar- 


The convention met later to 
nominate Senator Nixon for- 
mally, Elsenhower’s accept- 
ance speech was scheduled at 
0100 GMT, after which the 25th 
Republican convention Is due to 
wind up its business.
